On the top of this wall is a bed 
of cement and in the cement are 
chips of sharp glass. No man a- 
wooing can reach the other m an’s 
mate once she is behind that wall. 
The women by training never look 
upon men. Even the younger girls 
who have reached the veil age ran 
away from our party as we traveled 
from place to place. The little shep- 
herdessses of the hills leaped from 
rock to rock in fright when they 
saw men approaching from afar.” 
Prof. Jones said that education 
had been neglected in Albania by 
reason of the 400 years of Turkish 
rule when the Turk refused to let 
the Albanians read or write or have 
any school houses. 
Prof. Jones said that while Al­ 
bania has no railroads, its system 
of telephones is so complete and 
its police force so efficient that a 
person is safer in any part of Al­ 
bania than in Michigan boulevard, 
Chicago.

CAPTAIN SAM BRADY AND HIS 
FAMOUS LEAP 


Ca pf. Sam Brady was a member of 
a fighting family which made history 
on the Pennsylvania border during the 
Indian wars after the Revolution. 
Captain Brady’s greatest exploit took 
place In Ohio. He had been captured 
by file Indians 
carried to the San­ 
dusky Towns, headquarters for all the 
Ohio tribes, where the savages pre­ 
pared to burn him at the stake. 
He was stripped, bound to a post 
and slow fires kindled around him, for 
the Indians bated him so much that 
they wished to torture him as long as 
possible. 
Brady was a powerful man 
and he strained at his fetters until 
they were loosened 
slightly. Then 
with a final effort he snapped the last 
bond, leaped across the barrier of 
dame and, seizing a squaw, pitched 
her into the tire. 
Before Hie Indians could recover 
from their surprise, the scout escaped 
from the village and plunged into the 
woods, hotly pursued by hundreds of 
savages. 
Finally he came to the 
Cuyahoga river, near the present site 
of Kent in Portage county. 
At this place the river flowed be­ 
tween steep, rocky banks, 22 feet 
across from side to side. 
The scout 
was trapped. There was no other place 
for miles up and down the river where 
he could ford it. 
The Indians were 
closing in on him and his only chance 
of escape was to try to leap across the 
chasm. 
Brady could hear the savages yell­ 
ing in the woods only a short distance 
away as he mn back toward them to 
get a good start. 
Then turning, he 
sped for the brink aud putting all his 
failing strength Into a final spurt, he 
sprang for the opposite cliff. 
His 
jump was a little short and he struck 
Hie bank a few feet below the edge. 
Tile Indians stopped in amazement, 
then as tile scout scrambled up over 
the edge, they opened fire. 
They wounded him in the leg, delay­ 
ing his flight, and in a short time were 
on his heels again. He came to a lake 
and plunged in. Stooping beneath the 
broad pads of a water illy, he breathed 
through a hollow reed while the sav­ 
ages hunted in vain on the shores of 
the lake. They found his bloody trail 
to the water’s edge and, believing that 
he had drowned rather than be cap­ 
tured again, gave up tile chase.' 
Soon afterward Brady reached Fort 
Pitt in safety. He had many more 
thrilling adventures before his death 
on Christmas day, 1795, but his 22-foot 
leap across the Cuyahoga was the 
greatest feat of all.
